The 
British  brig  St.  John,  Captain  Oliver, 
from   Liverpool   bound   for  Boston, 
struck  on  the  rocks  of  Cohasset  on 
Sunday  morning,  Oct.  8,  1849,  and  In 
fifty  minutes  was  broken  up  by  the 
force  nf  the  waves,  and  99  out  ol  1 20 
persons  on  board  were  lost.
